HE Presidential’ clection 
spotlight is this” week 
turned from the Republicans 
to the Democrats, and for 
the Party which has re- 
mained in power for 20 
years, the next few days 
may be some of the most 
critical in Its history. The 
Democrats have not only the 
-task of selecting a candidate 
to oppose General Elsen- 
hower at next November's 
election, but they have to 
try and compose party 
differences relating to the 
platform on which they will 
fight the election. It {s note- 
worthy that the Republicans 
were able to approve 
unanimously their platform 
embracing domestic and 
foreign policies without 
any arguments from the 
floor of the convention. The 
Democrat delegations may 
have to spend as much time 
debating these ‘issues as on 
finding the moat suitable 
Presidentinl candidate. The 
danger which the Democra- 
tic convention faves is a 


complete split between the |, 


north and south on the sub- 
. ject of Civil Rights, Presi- 
dent Truman successfully 
defied the Dixiecrats on this 
issue four years. ago,” yet 
failed to obtain implementa- 
tion of his Civil Rights 
proposals through congres- 
sional " legislation, - The 
southerners will probably be 
defented aguin ut the. week's 
convention, yet this would 
be no guurantee that a Civil 
Rights measure , would 
obtain approval in the new 
Congress. Yet another prob- 
lem connected with domestic 
policy which may plague the 
Democrat convention is 
Labour's demand for more 
positive assurances for pro- 
tection ..of rights and 
privileges. The delegates 
ma. find it extremely 
difficult to withstand the 
pressure which ~the—trade 
unions Intend to apply. 


UT while the Party's plat- 
form must couse some 
preoccupation, chief ‘in- 
terest, particularly so far as 
the nation as a whole is 
concerned, centres on which 
of the severa! eligible can- 
didates the convention will 
finally adopt as Preaidontial 
candidate. Again theron is 
sharp contrast between, the 
‘ Republicans and Democrats, 
It was clear from tho 
primarics that only two 
Republican candidates were 
in the race, and finally it 
required but one ballot for 
General Eisenhower ~ to 
obtain, election. The 
Democrats have at least 
four candidates starting on 
relatively. equal terms, and 
none with a_ sufficient 
amount of promised support 
to entitle expectation of a 
decisive early ballot. 
Senator Kefauver ia the 
only nominee who - has 
engaged in a . sustained 
campaign ‘and even this has 
not produced for, him com- 
mitted delegations from the 
largor primaries. The big 
need of the. Democrnts is to 
find o candidate whose 
personality, as much as his 
. political’ policies, can 
compote with General Eisen- 
hower. It is doubtful 
whether Kefauver, Harri- 
man, or Russell can measure 
up to the desired standard, 
Nor can it be expected that 
Prealdent Truman Is. willing 
to mako good the deficloncy 
by changing his mind and 
allowing. himsalf to 
“drafted” as Elsenhower’s

| Reported Over 


Swedish Base. 


Swedes have seen 


Stockhoim, July 20. 
more “fying saucers.” 


Tramwayman Sven Ivar Berg reported to the Air 
Staff security department that he had just seen 
“what at firat seented like a stationary star sud- 
denly flash noiselessly southwards at oa great 
height beyond the Stockholm suburb of Enskede.” 
; A businessman and his family motoring near 
the central Swedish naval base of Nykoping re- 
ported that they saw a “flying saucer, with some- 
thing rotating in the middle, coming from east to 


west ‘and got a long sight of it in clear weather.” |- 


Two hours later, when they 
had driven 10 Kolmerden 
Forest, near the Swedish jet 
fighter station at Norrkoping, 
they again saw the samo saucct 
“flashing ‘westwards ‘\between 
the treetops at a height of 1,600 
fect and following the | course 
of Bravik Bay.” 

The Air Staff is stl) ine 
vestigating a saucer reported 
by a major and three otheré 
near. Falsterbo, on the south- 
east tip of Sweden, 

Refugee Polish naval = en- 
gincer cnptain Gregor Fidolszyk 
reports that the saucers and 
“green suns’ sometimes  scén 
over Sweden ere stray eelf~ 
propelled: rockets shot in our- 
ves from the Tarnowitz hills in 
Polish Upper Silesia. 

He says these rockets are fired 
experimentally 16 to 20 miles

Further legal submissions were presented by. 
leading Counsel for the appellants when the Gibb, 
Livingston and Company appeal case was resumed 
before the Full Court, comprising the Chief Justice, 
Sir Gerard Howe, and the Senior Puisne Judge, Mr 
Justice E. H. Williams, this morning. 

The appeal was against a judgment by Mr Justice 
Gould who dismissed a claim by -appellants, Gibb, 
Livingston and Co. Ltd. of P. & O. Building against 


respondents, Mesars L. Rondon and Co., Ltd, of French’ 


Bank Building, for $164,466 as return of deposits paid by 
appellants in respect of contracts for the purchase of 
salted hog casings and hen albumen crystals which were 


allegedly not delivered, 


In the orlginal action appel- 
lants claimed against both res- 
pondents (as accond defendants) 
and Kuo-chu Hsich, trading as 
the China Overseas Egg Packing 
Company, of 470A Reclamation 
Street (as first defendants) who 
were nelther present during the 
trial nor were they represented 
by Counsel. Mr Justice Gould 
awarded judgment against Kuo- 
chu Halch, with costs. 

Appellants were represented 
by Mr John MeNelll, QC, and 
Mr S, V. Gittins, instructed by 
Mr D. Brittain Evans. 

Mr Brook A. Bernacchi and 
Mr D, A. L, Wright, both In- 
structed by Mr M. A. da Silva 
appeared for respondents.
